HE NEW ENGLAND PRIMER certainly deserves the title of “The 

Greatest Little Book in America,” for it probably had a more profound 
influence on the upbringing of our ancestors than any other volume except 
the Bible. We may feel sure that every colonial American family owned a 
Bible, a New England Primer and an almanac. Perhaps they also owned a 
sermon or two or even an Indian captivity, but very few of them read any- 
thing else, except, perhaps, an occasional newspaper. 


The popularity of the New England Primer is shown by its long life and 
its many editions. It was read and studied in the sixteen hundreds and was 
still being used as late as the Civil War. No book as popular as this can be 
ignored either by the historian or the collector, and so we cordially welcome 
Mr. Heartman’s bibliography of the subject which has just appeared. 


This excellent volume is indispensable to every collector, librarian, and 
bookseller interested in Americana. Though a third edition, it has been so 
thoroughly revised and so greatly enlarged that it is virtually a new work. 


This third edition of the bibliography is in every way an improvement over 
the earlier editions. It not only locates ninety-five more issues, but it corrects 
many errors of the second edition. Duplications of entry have been eliminated 
and the dating of undated issues has become more exact. 


Though there are not as many facsimiles of titles as in the second edition, 
the reduction of the cost by one-third and the greater ease with which the 
new volume may be consulted, more than makes up for the loss of illustrations 
which are hardly necessary in any case since complete lined-off titles are 
given. 

This edition is a compact octavo, beautifully printed by the Walpole Print- 
ing Office of New Rochelle, and attractively and durably bound in brown 
buckram. 


Considerable new material appears in the interesting introductory pages, 
and the usefulness of the volume is greatly enhanced by the addition of two 
indices, one of printers, publishers, and booksellers, and one of places of 
publication. 


We hope that some day the compiler of this volume will find time to write 
the complete history of the New England Primer which he has wanted to do 
for so many years, but in the meantime this bibliography, which he modestly 
calls a checklist, with its interesting preface and scholarly introduction will 
serve excellently as a guide to American students and collectors. And we 
also hope that Mr. Heartman will find time to publish a companion volume to 
this one in which he will record with equal thoroughness the various editions 
of the scores of other primers which were also published by the tens of 
thousands, all of them inspired by the success of the “greatest little book in 
America.”

THE BooksHop, which hangs to the fringes 
of commerce by its eyelashes, has developed 
ideals of service which are at least the equal 
of those of a much advertised string of 
hotels. Our wares are available on every 
counter at a fixed price, and the only unique 
commodity we can offer the public is our 
superior grade of loving-kindness. We can 
only compete in affability, and the competi- 
-tion is véry keen because we depend upon 
thé patronage of the literate proportion of 
the population, It is pot at all an unusual 
experience to be insulted by the girl at the 
glove counter or to be reprimanded for your 
defective taste and unreasonable demands by 
the young lady in the dress department, but 
go to a bookshop and you will be toadied 
to to your heart’s content. You can say to 
the clerk “I should like to have a list of books 
on pewter, although I don’t expect to buy 
anything,” and the clerk will show you every- 
thing he has on the subject, and get out his 
catalogs and make you a bibliography, and 
offer to send you further literature on the 
subject; and thank you for coming in, and 
hope you will come again, all without having 
seen the color of your money. You cannot 
duplicate this experience in other shops. 
We are, of necessity, as indulgent as 
mothers; nothing is too hard or too much 
trouble, and it is not surprising if our cus- 
tomers have become a little spoiled. They 
expect us to be tireless, omniscient and gifted 
with clairvoyance; to read their minds, and 
make them up for them; to know by instinct 
the literary tastes of their friends and rela- 
tives, to conduct a general information bu- 


reau, and to mail packages after the post ot- 
fice is closed. We spend hours leafing over the 
“Book Review Digest” because Mrs. A. wants 
to order a book of which she does not know 
the title, the author, nor the date of publica- 
tion, but it was about this man who married 
this girl and she thinks it had a yellow cover. 
We spend days tracing the whereabouts of an 
elusive Mr. B. because a friend wants to send 
a book to his boat, but she isn’t just sure 
which boat. We find Mr. B. by considerable 
detective work, and send off the book. In 
a month, his friend is back again demanding 
that we send tracers, because she hasn’t re- 
ceived a thank-you note. We are convinced, 
and rightly, that the book was delivered, but 
sharper than the serpent’s tooth is Mr. B.’s 
ingratitude; and in the meantime we send 
tracers. Anyone with a morbid interest in 
statistics can figure out the time and energy 
we expended on a $2.50 purchase. 

Our responsibility for a book we have 
sold does not end when it leaves the shop; 
like an electric refrigerator company we are 
often expected to service our product for a 
prolonged period. An old lady once came 
into our shop to order the new Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. She paid for it, we note in pass- 
ing, with gold pieces she had received on 
her twenty-first birthday (at a time when 
gold was currency) and we amused ourselves, 
while discussing the merits of various bind- 
ings in struggling to compute fifty years’ 
interest on that ancient birthday present. 
The Encyclopaedia arrived, and was installed 
in her library. She came to see us the next 
day, more in sorrow than in anger. She had 
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turned, with unerring instinct, to a page 
which by some fault in the printing was par- 
tially blank. We returned the volume to the 
publishers, who replaced it. A few weeks 
later, the old lady came in again. She got to 
thinking about her Encyclopaedia, she said. 
If it had one blank page, it might have other 
blank pages. She couldn’t really be happy 
about her Encyclopaedia until she knew it 
was perfect. So she wondered if we would 
mind sending someone up to her house to 
go through all the pages in all the volumes, 
just so she could be sure. We wanted the 
old lady to be happy about her Encyclopaedia, 
so every time we had a spare hour someone 
went to her house and flipped over pages. 
It took a number of weeks, and she sat in 
the library with us to see that we didn’t skip. 
This passion for perfection on our cus- 
tomers’ part is understandable and we sym- 
pathize with it, but we could wish it ex- 
tended to our property as well as to their 
own. They show no great anxiety about 
the preservation of mint condition in our 
lending library books, for instance. They 
make out their income tax on the fly leaf. 
They write marginal notes such as “How 
silly!” or “This is Pure Propaganda!”, which 
often has a deterrent effect on the next cus- 
tomer to whom we offer the book. They 
read lending library books in the bathtub, 
or while eating buttered toast, which is cosy 
for them but untidy for us. They return 
books full of handkerchiefs, pressed flowers 
and their not: very interesting personal mail. 
They lose a lending library copy of “Nijinsky,” 
and suggest that we accept in exchange (no 
money to change hands) a gift edition of 
“Ben Hur.” They drop books in mud pud- 
dles, and their dogs eat off bits of the cover; 
and perhaps my colleagues may remember 
what customers and their dogs did to jig-saw 
puzzles during the late unlamented craze. 
To list a few further examples of the 
seamy side of human nature, there is the 
lady who, upon seeing a friend about to buy 
a stack of new novels, cries “Oh, my dear, 


don’t think of buying those books. I can 
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lend them to you.” ‘There is the lady who 
begs you in a reproachful and carrying voice 
to give her a decent book, if you have one: 
so that everyone in the shop gains the im- 
pression that you habitually traffic in porno- 
graphia. There is the lady who attempts to 
exchange her dog-eared Christmas presents 
in March. There is the lady for whom you 
select (in collaboration with her colored 
chauffeur) several lending library books a 
day. She likes good novels with nothing 
unpleasant in them, and the forms of un- 
pleasantness that please her least are poor 
people, foreigners, women who work for a 
living, love except pour le bon motif, death, 
war, sickness, divorce, Russia, socialism, the 
depression, small print, and a lot of descrip- 
tion; which limits our choice. There are 
ladies accompanied by their virtually undo- 
mesticated dogs and children who leave be- 
hind them a scene of havoc. There are 
learned customers who want reference books 
of great price in foreign languages to be sent 
on approval. There are customers who for 
some mad reason think they should have a 
discount. 

We endure a great many scoldings as 
proxy for the authors of the books we sell; 
we are responsible for all their follies, syb- 
versive beliefs and errors of fact. We are 
derided for their political and* economic the- 
ories and regarded with suspicion because 
of their peculiar morals. We are also held 
accountable for changes in publication date, 
and for the vagaries of the railway express 
and parcel post service. We do on the whole 
quite a lot of apologizing. , 

We have painted the dark side of the pic- 
ture; we have, as a matter of fact, many pleas- 
ant, reasonable and considerate customers; 
and we are probably partly responsible for the 
trying behaviour of the more exasperating 
ones, encouraging them by our unfailing 
meekness and servility. Our quarrel with 
them is after all a lover’s quarrel; no book- 
seller can really dislike anyone who buys 


books. 
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Fifty Influential Books 


Edward Weeks, John Dewey and Charles A. Beard Each Select the 
Twenty-five Most Influential Books Since 1885 


EDWARD WEEKS 
Editor, “The Atlantic Monthly” 


Last YEAR with the help of a good many 
publishers, I compiled and printed a list of 
the best-selling books which have appeared 
in this country since 1875. I set for my 
lowest common denominator the sale of half 
a million copies and I asked the editors who 
supplied me with their figures to keep their 
estimates—if the exact figures were not 
procurable—on the lean rather than the maxi- 
mum side. 

The thought then occurred to me that it 
might be stimulating to try to determine 
which books published within the last fifty 
years had most influenced human thought 
and action. In Mr. Aristotle’s absence I doubt 
if there is living a man of sufficient knowl- 
edge and experience to make such a choice 
indisputable. Certainly I did not have the 
necessary comprehension. So I looked for 
collaborators and found them in the persons 
of Professor John Dewey and Professor 
Charles A. Beard. The latter warned me 
that the job was an impossible one which no 
one in his right mind would undertake. 
This however did not deter me—nor did it 
interfere with his own generous selection. 
The nominations were made quite independ- 
ently and not until they were placed in 
parallel columns did I realize how few were 
unanimous. 

A choice of this kind depends upon the 
primary definition. Books which “influence 
human thought and action” need not neces- 
sarily be books of artistic merit but of course 
each one of them would be expected to have 
a big idea somewhere concealed about its 
person. No one can dispute the influence and 
permanence of such a work as Marx’s “Das 
Kapital” (the second portion of which ap- 
peared in 1885 and the third in 1894). “Mar- 
ried Love and Wise Parenthood,” Marie 
Stopes’s campaign literature in the field of 
birth control, had an extensive influence, al- 
though here one might fairly question the 
aesthetic value of the text. Again, the influ- 


ence need not always be of serious conse- 
quence: I am grateful to Christopher Morley 
who was in my office the afternoon the 
proofs went to press and who pointed out 
that “The Adventures of Sherlock Holmes” 
was responsible for popularizing that great 
pastime of the twentieth century, the reading 
of detective stories. I felt he was right and 
accordingly, “Sherlock Holmes” was rushed 
in to substitute for H. G. Wells’s “Outline 
of History.” Much more imponderable is the 
influence of such a purely literary production 
as “Ulysses” by James Joyce. Poets will resent 
the fact that Kipling is the only one present 
to represent their muse. But though I have 
talked to several of them since the list was 
printed I can find no general agreement as 
to a proper running mate. A. E. Housman, 
Carl Sandburg and T. S. Eliot have each 
found their supporters, yet I sincerely doubt 
if any one of them has as yet exerted as 
powerful a magnetism as Kipling. Lovers 
of O. Henry will resent the omission of his 
name, and those more elderly readers whose 
moral problems were settled by the novelist, 
Ellen Key, will argue for an influence which 
I have been slow to respect. And what shall 
I say about “Etiquette” by Emily Post? Did 
it teach people not to ask for cuspidors? Did 
it quell the prevailing American habit of 
spitting wherever convenient? I doubt it. 
Finally, a book may be definitely unpopular; 
but if it happens to mould the thought of 
individuals who are in a position to impose 
their ideas on an entire society, its indirect 
influence may be enormous. Thus a man 
called Sorel never sold more than a few 
thousand of any of his books, but among his 
few thousands of readers was a man called 
Mussolini. 

Here then are some of the questions which 
I had to confront in making up my choice. 
I feel quite sure that my collaborators were 
plagued with somewhat similar queries. 
One thing struck me as particularly remark- 
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able. I could not put my finger on any 
single volume which in its relation to the 
Great War could in the least compare with 
the part played by “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” in 
the approach to our Civil War. Kipling’s 
poems, those fervid hymns of Empire may 
have helped to intensify the English spirit, 
just as Mahan’s great work on “Seapower” 
may have led German admirals to believe that 
they were supermen. Yet both of these works 
have been included in my list for other rea- 
sons as well. “All Quiet on the Western 
Front” was easily the most widely read book 
of all that resulted from the War, but can 
it be demonstrated that it has left its millions 
of readers any less warlike or any more 
compassionate when the next emergency 


“Das Kapital” (complete), by Karl Marx. 
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arises? I should like to believe so and have 
included it for that reason. But I do not 
know. 

This résumé will be of value if it re. 
awakens our sense of obligation to the writers 
from abroad. It is so easy to fall into the 
habit of thinking that literature rises and sets 
in our own back yard.

25 Most Influential Books 
of Last 50 Years Picked 


WILL BOOK LIsTs INCREASE book buying? The 
answer, we believe, is “yes,” but the book 
lists must be of varied 
appeal and based on 
current trends in public 
thinking. 

In January the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly issued a 
list, based on the sug- 
CUI Scstions of two -_ 
semana rominent opie, oO 
1934_ saci that ty would 
like to recommend as Required Reading for 
1935. Many newspapers copied these sug- 
gestions and thus was started a fresh impulse 

toward owning significant books. 

A new turn of this type of book list will 
appear in the April Atlantic Monthly and 
will have the publicity from the wide circu- 
lation of that magazine. This list consists 
of suggestions as to the Twenty-five Most 
Influential Books of the Last Half Century, 
the suggestions being offered by John Dewey, 
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Charles Beard and Edward A. Weeks, Edi- 
tor of the Atlantic Monthly, who conceived 
the idea. 

Lists from such sources are full of sug- 
gestiveness and will start many people into 
new paths of reading. These three lists 
were made up independently of each other, 
and therefore it is interesting to note just 
what titles appear in each of the three 
choices. It was inevitable that Karl Marx’s 
“Das Kapital” should appear on each list. 
This book appeared in its German text more 
than fifty years ago, but was in English by 
1886. Its influence was never wider than it 
is in 1935. It is highly interesting to see a 
book like Bellamy’s “Looking i Backward” 
surviving nearly fifty years and being marked 
by all three writers as a book of outstanding 
significance. Then there are the great books 
of Veblen, Bergson, Pareto, Spengler, Ein- 
stein—history-making books, and_ books 
whose influence is far from dead. 

To read lists like these is to be again re- 
minded of the tremendous part books can 
play in the moulding of thought, a part 
which books can play better than any other 
form of recording and propagating opinions. 
No method of human communication has the 
continuing power which exists in the book. 

These lists will also be stimulating to the 
collector of first editions, as who would not 
wish to have in his collection first editions 
of books which have rocked the world? 


Laurels to an Editor 


IN THE MIDst of the enthusiasm that 
greeted Thomas Wolfe’s “Of Time and the 
River” last week at least one reviewer paid 
tribute to a man behind the scenes who may 
justly share with the author the credit for 
Mr. Wolfe’s important additions to American 
literature. The man is Maxwell E. Perkins, 
Scribner editor. It is well known that Mr. 
Wolfe’s manuscripts assume mammoth pro- 
portions and that he can no more write briefly 
or economically than an avalanche can check 
its course. He has written something more 
than 3,000,000 words in the past seven years 
and out of that vast reservoir two books have 
made their way into print. Two more are 
in the process of being made ready for pub- 
lication. It was Mr. Perkins’ responsibility 
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as editor to see that the hundreds of thou- 
sands of words that poured into the Scrib- 
ner offices were put into publishable form. 
Nor could Mr. Perkins expect help from 
the author, no matter how willing he might 
be. The story goes that Mr. Wolfe was asked 
to cut the original go0,o00-word manuscript 
of “Look Homeward, Angel” in half. He 
took it home and later returned it with 4,000 
words cut out and 40,000 new words added! 
So that upon Mr. Perkins alone devolved the 
responsibility of cutting and arranging the 
manuscript, until it was in shape to be pub- 
lished. 

Thomas Wolfe has been a familiar figure 
in the Scribner offices ever since before the 
publication of “Look Homeward, Angel.” 
At almost any time of day or even night his 
bulky figure might have been seen in the 
Scribner library, where, it is said, he has 
now read every single book it contains, no 
matter what the subject. He has even, leg- 
end has it, slept on the library table. Scrib- 
ner employees now are used to seeing his 
head appear over the top of the curtained par- 
titions that divide the office. It is a tribute 
to his publishers that Mr. Wolfe should make 
the Scribner office his second home, and it 
is a tribute to both author and publisher that 
the relations should be so friendly after the 
desperate struggle to reduce “Look Home- 
ward, Angel” and “Of Time and the River” 
to a bulk sufficiently small to allow them to 
be put between covers. 

That Mr. Wolfe is the first to acknowledge 
his debt to his editor is made magnificently 
evident by the dedication to “Of Time and 
the River.” No Elizabethan poet writing 
a dedication to a patron ever put into it the 
warmth of gratitude and humble apprecia- 
tion that is to be found in Mr. Wolfe’s “To 
Maxwell Evarts Perkins, a great editor and 
a brave and honest man, who stuck to the 
writer of this book through times of bitter 
hopelessness and doubt and would not let 
him give in to his own despair, a work to be 
known as ‘Of Time and the River’ is dedi- 
cated with the hope that all of it may be in 
some way worthy of the loyal devotion and 
the patient care which a dauntless and un- 
shaken friend has given to each part of it, 
and without which none of it could have 


been written.” 
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Over These 4o Years 


THe New York BookseE.iers’ Leacue has 
this week marked the fortieth anniversary of 
its founding, a span of time which has taken 
the industry from troubled years, through 
years of growth, to troubled years again. 

In 1895, when the League was founded, 
the American booktrade was in the abyss of 
depression, years of expansion had ended in 
overexpansion, the panic of ’93 had left busi- 
ness in a desperate condition, and it was an 
optimist who could foretell that a period of 
rebuilding might be not far ahead. 

Under such conditions a group of book- 
trade leaders came together for better ac- 
quaintance, for mutual encouragement and 
for an informal educational program. By 
1898 the business of the country had 
started an upward trend, and in 1900 pub- 
lishers and booksellers joined in facing the 
chief difficulty of the day, price-cutting. 
Without the fight which was then made 
reconstruction would have been impossible. 

Today the American industry and the 
American booktrade as a small section of 
national industry are again in a period of de- 
spondency, even greater because the situation 
is international and has continued over so 
long a period. These difficulties should, 
however, have the same effect as they did 
forty years ago, bringing about a sense of 
trade solidarity through personal contact, and 
new confidence through mutual respect. 

One of the marked changes in book dis- 
tribution in the last forty years has been 
the change in the variety of outlets, and trade 
groups must now, if possible, include more 
types of stores than was once the case. Book 
distribution of a significant character is ac- 
complished through many more varieties of 
stores than was formerly the case. The de- 
partment store, which was just coming on- 
to the scene at the end of the nineteenth 
century, has taken an important and perma- 
nent place in bookselling, this in spite of the 
fact that the use of books as loss-leaders in 
one or two stores has done more than any 
other element to handicap the extension of 
book sales. The personal bookshop has come 
into the picture, bringing a new type of in- 
telligence and initiative, and the appearance 
of lower priced editions has brought about 
sales of great importance through the drug- 
stores, the railroad terminals and the five- 
and ten-cent stores.

Strachey Deportation Order 
Rouses Publishers to Protest 


HEaps OF SEVERAL publishing houses joined in 
signing a telegram of protest to Washington 
last week against the deportation proceedings 
instituted against John Strachey. The tele- 
gram read: “The action of the Department 
of Labor in ordering the arrest and deporta- 
tion of John Strachey, eminent English writer 
and lecturer, is a grave violation of the rights 
of American people to hear competent ex- 
pression of all points of view. It is a stupid 
blunder that will probably only amuse Mr. 
Strachey, but it suggests a departmental 
procedure that might be devastatingly seri- 
ous with a person of less standing. Only 
prompt dismissal of the proceedings against 
Mr. Strachey will give assurances that you 
have not yielded to the demand of patrioteer- 
ing groups for a drive against all expression 
of minority opinion by aliens.” It was sent 
to Daniel W. MacCormack, Commissioner 
General of Immigration and Naturalization, 
and was signed by B. W. Huebsch, the 
Viking Press; Bennett Cerf and Donald 
Klopfer, the Modern Library; Eugene Reynal, 
Reynal & Hitchcock; Harrison Smith and 
Robert K. Haas, Smith & Haas; Richard L. 
Simon and M. Lincoln Schuster, Simon & 
Schuster; John Farrar and Stanley Rinehart, 
Farrar & Rinehart; Alfred Harcourt and 
Donald C. Brace, Harcourt, Brace; Bernard 
Smith of Alfred A. Knopf, and W. W. Nor- 
ton, of W. W. Norton & Co. 

Henry Seidel Canby, editor of the Satur- 
day Review of Literature, sent a separate 
telegram reading: “We protest action taken 
against John Strachey. As readers of his 
recent book know he advances his theory of 
reconstruction of the capitalist state as a 
means of avoiding violence which he de- 
plores. Nor is he a member as we under- 
stand of the Communist party. I person- 
ally disagree entirely with his particular 
theories for a new State but I believe his 
criticism helpful and suppression of him or 
it unjust and unwise.” 

Since the proceedings were started against 
Mr. Strachey he has been speaking before 
capacity audiences, and it is expected that his 
debate with Everett Dean Martin in New 
York will be a high-spot in his tour. 


C. B. Fleming Heads Lothrop

Fleming was elected president and treasurer 
of Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company.

Trade, has now paid off 30% of its deferred 
accounts.

German Firm 200 Years Old 


THE History oF the German _ bookselling 
firm of Vandenhoeck & Ruprecht of Got- 
tingen has been published this year to mark 
the completion of 200 years of the firm’s 
existence. The present proprietors are the 
sixth generation of the family that has been 
connected with the business from the start. 
The book is called “Vater und Séhne—Zwei 
Jahrhunderte Buchhdandler in einer deutschen 
Universitatstadt.” 

The shop was founded in 1735 by Van- 
denhoeck, a Dutchman. Early in its exist- 
ence it began publishing serious books on 
theology, history and science. The founder 
died shortly after coming to Gottingen and 
the business was carried to its first real suc- 
cess by his widow, an Englishwoman.

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Fine sets of standard authors, mostly in 
limited editions and full leather bindings; 
sporting and colored plate books, and first 
editions of American and English authors, 
comprising the collection formed by the late 
H. Tener Langstroth of Glenside, Pa., selec- 
tions from the library of the late F. Lathrop 
Ames, North Easton, Mass., and other prop- 
erties, will be sold by the American Art As- 
sociation Anderson Galleries, Inc., on March 
28th and 29th. The sporting books include 
a complete set of The Sporting Magazine, 
London, 1792-1870, comprising 156 volumes, 
octavo, bound in half calf; an unusually long 
run of The Badminton Magazine of Sports 
and Pastimes, London, 1895-1921, 56 vol- 
umes, profusely illustrated. There is also an 
unusually long run of Baily’s Magazine of 
Sports and Pastimes, 116 volumes, from its 
beginning in March, 1860, to December, 
1921. The exceptionally rare first edition of 
The American Shooter’s Manual, Philadel- 
phia, 1827, was the second book on shooting 
written and published in America. Nineteen 
colored plates by Alken are contained in a 
fine copy of Egan’s “Real Life in Ireland,” 
London, 1821, a first edition on large paper. 
The rare original edition of Nash’s monu- 
mental work, “Old Mansions in England,” 
contains beautifully colored plates, compris- 
ing interiors, decorations, furniture, etc., 
exactly as they originally appeared. Among 
the complete sets of original issues of English 
and American authors are the Pickering 
Aldine edition of the British Poets, 52 vols., 
the Definitive edition of Balzac, Burton’s 
translation of the Arabian Nights, Large 
Paper editions of Hawthorne, Scott, Steven- 
son, Burroughs, Byron, Dickens, Irving, 
Longfellow and many others. Among the 
bibliographical works, are a complete set of 
“The Ashley Library,” 16 vols., “The Li- 
brary of Robert Hoe,” 16 vols., and many 
publications of private and special presses. 


IN NO OTHER INSTITUTION in the world are 
scientific methods being employed more ex- 
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tensively for the preservation of irreplaceable 
rare books, manuscripts, and paintings than 
at the Henry E. Huntington Library and 
Art Gallery, according to the seventh annual 
report, 1933-1934, issued a few days ago. 
“Furthermore,” writes Dr. Max Farrand, 
director of research, “public appreciation of 
this care has resulted in a greater number of 
gifts during the past year than ever before.” 
Among the donations listed are more than 
a thousand books and several hundred manu- 
scripts for the library. Of great interest 
among the gifts to the library was the col- 
lection of fifty-nine letters from James T. 
Fields to his wife, and approximately 130 
letters from Mrs. Fields to Laura Winthrop 
Johnson. The donor was Boylston A. Beal 
of Boston. The gifts supplement the large 
collection of Field material already in the 
Huntington Library, which contains corre- 
spondence of Hawthorne, Whittier, Lowell, 
Thackeray, Dickens, Henry James, and 
others. The Californiana in the library, 
which has steadily been growing more im- 
portant with each passing year, has been 
augmented during 1934 by several gifts made 
through the field representative of the li- 
brary, who has been locating source material 
in private hands and encouraging owners to 
deposit such material at the Huntington 
Library or with other institutions with ade- 
quate facilities for its protection. Many own- 
ers of Californiana have selected the Hunt- 
ington Library for such deposits, the report 
states. The report cites the activities 
of sixteen scholars officially connected with 
the institution, numerous readers, and the 
library staff, as evidence of the fulfillment 
in one branch of the humanities, of the pur- 
pose of the Huntington Library—to become 
a “community of scholars” as well as a mu- 
seum for the enjoyment and instruction of 


all. 


Catatoc No. 38, Marcu, 1935, just issued 
by Edgar H. Wells Co., Inc., comprising 
“first editions in English and American litera- 
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ture from the XVII Century to the present 
day, together with a few manuscripts,” 
printed by The Southworth-Anthoesen Press, 
is a model of appropriate typography for a 
catalog of this kind. It is 5% by 8% inches, 
48 pages, 504 items, printed on laid paper, 
with light blue Strathmore Paper cover. The 
selections cover a period of two centuries, 
but comprise mainly modern first editions, 
English and American, the former predomi- 
nating. The majority are choice copies of 
moderately priced items, such as appeal to 
younger collectors who buy their books to 
read and yet like to have them in collector’s 
condition. The following lots, show the 
range of prices of the rarer material: Barrie’s 
“When a Man’s Single,” 8vo, cloth, London, 
1888, presentation copy of the first edition, 
$400; Benet’s “John Brown’s Body,” large 
8vo, boards, Garden City, 1928, limited 
signed first edition, $60; Rupert Brooke’s 
“Poems,” 8vo, cloth, London, 1915, first 
edition, $75; Joel Chandler Harris’s “Uncle 
Remus, His Songs and Sayings,” 8vo, cloth, 
New York, 1881, first edition, $100; Fitz- 
gerald’s translation of the Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam,” original wrappers, N. p., n. d., 
(Columbus, Ohio, 1870,) first American edi- 
tion, $125. 


A PERSONAL LETTER from a London book- 
seller contained the following account of the 
sale of the Four Folios of Shakespeare con- 
signed by the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital to Sotheby’s sold on March 5th: “As 
long as I can remember the tide of rare 
books have been steadily flowing to America, 
very few returning. I do not know of Four 
Folios coming back across the Atlantic to be 
sold at auction before. The set attracted a 
great deal of attention while on exhibition. 
The four volumes left our shores about a 
century ago before the work of skilful 
restoration of the last half century. There 
were some mutilated and some missing 
leaves. A century’s wear had told its tale. 
The bidding was confined to English deal- 
ers, no American buyers competing. The 
opening bid of £500 was rapidly advanced 
to £3,100, or about $14,800, when W. H. 
Robinson, Ltd., a London bookseller, became 
the owner. The general verdict was that the 
set was remarkably cheap.” 


THE CURRENT CATALOG (No. 240) of James 
F. Drake, Inc., of this city, comprising first 
editions of American and English authors 
deserves careful attention. Among the early 
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printed books is a very fine copy of Thomas 
a Kempis’ “Imitation of Christ” and the 
first edition of Homer, 1488. Early English 
literature is represented by a very fine copy 
of Beaumont and Fletcher’s “Comedies and 
Tragedies,” and a choice copy of North’s fa- 
mous translation of “Plutarch’s Lives.” 
Modern authors are represented by such 
items as Barrie’s original manuscript of “A 
Window in Thrums,” and Masefield’s “Jim 
Davis.” Among modern first editions are 
such items as Burton’s “The Kasidah,” Joel 
Chandler Harris’s “Uncle Remus, His Songs 
and Sayings,’ Housman’s “A Shropshire 
Lad,” Masefield’s “Salt Water Ballads,” 
Meredith’s “Poems,” George Moore’s 
“Flowers of Passion,” and Robinson’s “The 
Torrent and the Night Before.”
